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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests a composite 
magnetic particle comprising a metal magnetic core, an insulating inner layer and an 
upper layer which contains silicon and metal oxide dispersed particles wherein the 
metal oxide comprises at least one of silicon oxide or aluminum oxide and wherein the 
mean particle diameter of the metal oxide particles is between larger than 10 nm to at 
most twice the average coating thickness. US 2003/0077448 ("US'448", equivalent to 
JP 2003-303,71 1 ) teaches a composite magnetic particle of low core loss having the 
same layered structure as claimed; however, the US'448 reference does not teach the 
relationship between the mean particle diameter of metal oxide dispersed particles and 
the coating thickness. As shown in the examples and comparative examples in the 
instant specification, when the mean particle diameter of dispersed particles is outside 
the claimed range, the iron loss value is too high to be measurable (Table 1). US 
6,102,980 ("US' 980", equivalent to JP 10-335,128) teaches a magnetic core comprising 
dispersed particles of titania and zirconia and heat-resistant resin, wherein the 
dispersed particles have a mean particle size of 10 nm to 100 nm. It would not have 
been obvious to combine US'448 with US'980 to arrive at the claimed invention 
because the dispersed particles as taught in the US'980 and the heat-resistant resin do 
not form a coating layer but rather form a component of the ferromagnetic dust core. In 
addition, it would not have been obvious to replace titania or zirconia with alumina or 
silica. Further, like US'448, US'980 does not recognize the critical relationship between 
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the dispersed particles and the total coating thickness because US'980 fails to teach a 
coating.
